Kenny, who has been in Gettysburg 
since Tuesday, 
soliciting 
decorating 
contracts from local merchants for 
the Knights of Columbus convention in 
May, was arraigned before Justice of 
the Peace J. L. Hill and held in $400 
bail on a charge of larceny for the 
action of April grand jury. 
Kenny was given the contract to 
solicit decorating contracts from Get­ 
tysburg merchi Hts by the local K. of 
IC. council earlier in the week. 
From 
good authority, it was learned that 
Kenny came here two weeks ago as a 
representative of the G. A. Trahan 
company, of Cohoes, New York, one 
of the largest firms of decorators in 
the country. 
leaves Trahan Co. 
The Trahan company was given the 
contract through Kenny to solicit for 
decorating among 
local 
merchants, 
since he w*as their accredited repre­ 
sentative. 
Two weeks 
passed, 
and 
Kenny returned to Gettysburg early 
this week. 
He then informal tho lo­ 
cal council of the Knight* of Colum­ 
bus that he had resigned his position 
with the Trahan company and, with 
another man, bad gone Into business 
; for himself. 
The firm was know*n as

Kenny told the Knights of Columbus.

Found In Bureau 
A search of Kenny’s room, during 
his absence, revealed a blanket, to w ­ 
els, bureau sc arfs, sheets arid napkins 
packed in a bureau drawer. 
Mr. Lynch notified tho state police 
this morning and

Dahlstrom arrested Kenny a t the N a­ 
tional Garage, Chambersburg street, j 
where he was waiting for the H arris­ 
burg bus to leave. 
It is thought that 
Kenny believed that the hotel authori­ 
ties were aware of his -illeged thefts 
of linen and was ready to leave town. 
When arrested and arraigned for 
bail. Kenny told the officers he did not 
know why he had taken the linen, and 
that this was the first time he had 
ever done such a thing.

t AN VOT BLOW YOUR NOSE? 


Do you know bow to blow your 
own nose? It is presumed, of course, 
that you will not attempt to 
blow 
some one else’s nose. 
Simple as the 
process of nose-blowing is, or at least 
as we thought it was, yet there is a 
right way and a wrong way to clear 
the nostrils. 
And the correct way is 
to blow through but one nostril at a 
time. 
This is important, we are told, 
in cases of severe colds, such as in­ 
fluenza, 
which 
seems 
to be quite 
prevalent in some sections this spring 
and sporadic in others. 
The reason for the blowing of but 
one nostril at a time comes from the 
commissioner of health of the city of 
Chicago, and seems to be reasonable 
enough. 
If the attempt is made to

is closed, the mucus is blown into the 
ear passages, and this merely makes 
matters worse.
